A H o r r ib le G r a v e y a r d . 
A correspondent writing from Bombay says: 
You have all heard of ihe Parsees. 
They are 
a race that was excluded from Persia as Ihe 
Jews have been from many couniries. 
They 
have very peculiar notions of life, but their 
cemetery is more peculiar still. 
Ii is diflorent 
from all others. 
We made a visit to their 
cemetery not knowing at the time that no one 
was admitted. 
It is a large tract, ou the besl 
part of Malober Hill. 
It is vciy valuable now, 
but It was purchased many years ago. 
We 
made application at the gate for admission 
and were refused. 
We appealed to a young 
Parsee who happened to be passing. 
He was 
dressed in silk, and very gentlemanlike in ap­ 
pearance. 
He said that no Europeans were 
admitted. 
We told him that we were not 
Europeans, but Americans. 
He said that he 
would be very happy to oblige Americans, but 
c jtilil not, but did consent that we should go 
up the road, outside the Inner wall, and have 
a view of the city and bay. 
The sentinel took 
us along the winding road, and a rupee giv­ 
en to him acted like a charm. 
It opened all 
the gates and passed the police. 
There were 
no Parsees in sight to stand in our way, and 
we entered the 
prohibited inclosure. 
The 
grounds are surrounded by a wall twenty feet 
high, and have been used for a great number 
of years by this strange people. 
There are 
no monuments iu ihe cemetery. 
There are 
three round towers about fifty to sixty feet 
high. 
On the top of these towers there is au 
iron grate. 
The dead are brought to the 
grate and delivered to the priests, and the 
friends depart. The priests preparo the corpse 
and lay it on ihe grate, and it is devoured by 
the vultures, and the bones drop through the 
grate into the charnel house below. 
These 
towers or vaults are called the “ Towers of 
Silence.” 
We saw hundreds of vultures sit­ 
ting on these towers, and the sentinel told us 
that they would take all the flesh from a corpse 
in an hour. 
We asked why these towers? 
The sentinel, pointing to one, said: ‘‘Farsee 
with plenty of money put there;” to another: 
“Parsee with but little money put there.” The 
sentinel said when a corpse is placed on the 
grate, the strife and noise of the vultures is 
frightful, and could be beard for a long dis­ 
tance. 
We saw those “Towers of Silence,” 
and do not care to be any nearer.

“ Surely,” said the visitor, anxious 
to uphold the duties of matrimony.

well, then; would you like to know how I pass 
my Sundays? 
A washing of h el 
Never a 
blessed moment has he to wash himself ’thro 
the week, but early and late, and half of the 
night, too, and blacker nor any crow all the 
while. 
Well, on Sundays it 
is litting and 
proper ibat he should try to look like a Chris­ 
tian, if he can, so bo sets me to it after we eat 
our breakfast, with a bucket full of soap suds 
and a scrubbing brush, and I rubs at him oil' 
aud on all day, till my arms ache, and he ain’t

A b o lish th e O ffice o f Mchool C om m is* 
s to n e r . 
The popular mind, after an experiment of 
sixteen years, bas com * to the conclusion the 
office of School Commissioner Is no more use­ 
ful than was that of town superintendent, 
while it is much more costly. 
Tho sequence 
is a eail for Hic abolition of the office. 
When the act creating the present school 
supervision was passed the people of the state 
were promised it should be the m eats of 
bringing about a radical progress In our com­ 
mon schools. 
Tim commissioners of the one 
hwwJred and twenty-eight assembly districts 
were to be men of superior natural endow- 
BJs.iti, |M>sse’slng a ripe experience iu teach­ 
ing a n i iu love with the human race. Instead 
of meeting these predictions they have been, 
as a class, mea of moderate qualifications who 
followed other pursuits, while teachers and 
parents have waited, year alter year, for their 
presence in the district school-house. 
And 
•ten where they have been, the almost univer­ 
sal testimony is, the officers have left no ma­ 
terial good results behind them. 
It may be urged this is not the fault of the 
office, but of those who Oil It. 
Facts give a 
■ceruiog warrant for this assertion, for in this 
county out of the twenty-five men who have 
filled the office since 1856 one-half have been 
selected outside of the profession of teaching, 
viz., three ministers, two doctors, one idler, 
one merchant, one farmer, two editors, and 
two engineers. 
But on the other hand we are 
Del by the startling fact that though the other 


moiety were teachers, the schools made Just 
;is rapid p ro cess under the former as the lat­ 
ter class of commissioners. 
They went ahead 
as fast under Van Buren as under Schepmoes. 
Bul in spite of this lax superintendence 
there has been progress in school manage­ 
ment. 
Our legislature bas passed a free 
school law, and changed the mode of appor­ 
tionment of school funds, while districts and 
cities have adopted the graded system every­ 
where. 
Moreover the school rooms are con­ 
trolled by men and women whose average 
learning and ability exceeds that of those who 
occupied their places sixteen years ago. 
Tho above facts lead us to the conclusion 
that good schools are the outgrowth of the 
moral desire of tho masses of society—that 
every locality does have a good school and 
good teacher when It desires them, commis­ 
sioner or no commissioner—that the superin­ 
tendence is a humbug on the tax-payers—that 
tlio $128,000 annually paid commissioners is 
a waste of funds, and that it Is fully lime we 
use It to educate teachers and scholars. 
To 
Ibis end we call on the next legislature to pass 
an act abolishing the office of school commis­ 
sioner, and providing no one shall essay to 
teach a public school without a diploma from 
some college, high or normal school, or a 
certificate of membership in a county teachers' 
society. 
That there may be no cause for 
trouble through this radical change, the same 
act should direct the teachers in each county, 
or, in some cases, in assembly districts, who 
are at the time licensed, to meet and form 
societies similar in plan to that of county 
medical fooleries. 
Tills, bv one stroke, would 
elevate teaching to a profession, place teachers 
over teachers, as doctors are over their 
brethren, and emancipate the school-room 
front politics.

From all that I can gather from the officers 
aud men I conclude that tile Mama rests en­ 
tirely with the officer on watch ou the steamer, 
whose duty it was to get out of the Loch 
E arns way, and it appears that instead of 
doing this be did the very opposite, altering 
the course of the steamer so us to run right 
across the bows of the Loch Earn. 
At least 
so sa}s the officer who was on watch on the 
latter boat at the time of the collision. 
lo 
any case it is an acknowledged rule at sea 
that a steamer Is bound to get out of the way 
of a sailing craft and as the night was mag­ 
nificently clear arni calm the accident can only 
have occurred through some inexcusable blun­ 
der of those in charge of lite steamer. 
Alter 
the accident, if it can be so called, had occur­ 
red and while the ship was sinking the officers 
and crew behaved iii the most cowardly m an­ 
ner, the latter I know and the former I believe 
looking out for themselves and leaving the 
women mid children to look out for them­ 
selves, the only exception I .-aw being the 
Doctor, M. Audouit, whom f saw three or 
four minutes before the ship went down going 
M ow. 
I told him he would not have time 
to gel up again, to which he answered that 
he must look after those who were crushed in 
their state-rooms. 
He never came up again. 
A significant fact and one needing no com­ 
ment is that not a single passenger was taken 
from the {inking ship by lioats, all being 
picked tip in the wuter, while at least twenty 
of the officers and crew reached the Loch 
Earn without wetting us much us the soles of 
their shoes. 
Of Captaiu Surmout’s conduct I 
know nothing. 
Those who saw him spoke 
well of him, aud I do not th ilk that be is di­ 
rectly to blame for Hie collision, although be 
is to blame for not having his crew under la t­ 
ter discipline and for not having his boats in 
a condition to be promptly lowered. 
“ lo great contrast with the demoralized 
condition of the crew was the coolness of pas­ 
sengers, men, women and children.

board for auditing claims against tho city. 
There were claim! to the amount of $6,312,000 
passed by that Board. 
The bills were of such a character as to bear 
on the faro of them proof of their falsity, and 
yol of that sum five millions seven hundred 
and odd thousand dollars went into the 
pockets of Ingersoll, now Iu State prison, 
Garvey, the court plasterer, and K. A. Wood­ 
ward, who finds it convenient to be absent. 
Substantially the question the jury were asked 
lo try was whether the Mayor as a member 
of that Board of Audit wilfully neglected bis 
duty iu certifying to those Wills when he had 
not audited them. 
Deputy Comptroller Storrs was the first 
witness and produced a resolution found rn 
the Comptroller’s office, passed by the Mayor, 
Tweed and Connolly, directing their clerk, 
Woodward, tocollect the bills and affix blanks 
for their action and algnature. 
The resolu­ 
tion was in the Mayor’s handwriting and was 
signed by bim and the other two members of 
the Commission of Audit, and was dated Apri I 
4th, 1870. 
Counsel for defence here, in order to save 
time, as they said, adm itted the genuineness of 
the ten Keyser and thirty-four Garvey vouch­ 
ers. 
Storrs, in answer to questions, said in 
the sum m er of 1871 a large number of vouch­ 
ers, audited by the Comptroller alone under 
the law of 1868, were missing about the same 
lime the voucher robbery took place. 
The books now in court are not in any sense 
a record of the Board of Audit, but of Hie in­ 
dependent transactions of the Finance Depart­ 
ment. 
In July or August, 1871, the Mayor 
and he went over the county liabilities account 
aud vouchers.

land under £140,000. 
With regard to Hie re­ 
lations, friends, and dependents to whom the 
illustrious painter aud the eminent physician 
have left their wealth it is not necessary in this 
place to be more cornin un leat ive. 
Looking 
u|>oii them, as their contemporaries have a 
right to do, as thoroughly public men, it must 
tie a mailer of satisfaction to kuow that Sir 
Edwin and Sir Henry died so rich. 
More grat­ 
ifying is it to remember that their affluence 
was tbe result of their own strcnons and inde­ 
fatigable exertions. 
We will not say that, in 
Sir Henry Holland's case, be must have paid 
140.000 
visits to patients, or half that number 
at a guinea or two guinea* par trance, in or­ 
der to pile up thepecidium; although, suppos­ 
ing him to have seeu only a dozen patients 
lier diem during his fifty years of active prac­ 
tice, he may have been consulted 219,000 
time*. 
It is well known, however, that the 
Wandering Hakim began life with very mod­ 
est resources, and that the bulk of his fortune 
was carefully and patiently built up by the 
pursuit of ids vocation. 
Physicians' fees, 
when they do liegin to flow in, tumble in ou 
the recipient with caturact-like volume; and 
we all reinemlier the story ol Hie famous doc­ 
tor of Queen Anne’s reign, who, when he had 
lost his Having* in a financial crash, remarked 
that the misfortune was only equivalent to go­ 
ing up so many more thousand pairs of stairs 
again. 
With respect to Sir Edwin, it w as not 
until late in life that lie could command really 
large prices, aud beguu to make money.— 
Twenty years ago he was a poor m an; or, 
rather, he was in tho uncomfortable position 
of not exactly knowing whether he wa? rich or 
poor. 
Virtually tbe printsellers, und not the 
pictures tie painted made the great artist's 
fortune, which was carefully “nursed" by de­ 
voted friends. 
The result was a noble one. 
It would have been a national scandal iiad our 
Landseer died iu indigence. 


George W. Smalley writes to the Tribune 
the following account of a collision ut sea at 
which he was preseut.

Havre: 
la tbe autumn of 1869 I was a pas­ 
senger iii one of the steamers of the w»il- 
known Menageries Im perials from Marseilles 
to Alexandria.

steamer neither slowed her engines nor chang­ 
ed ber course, for it was plain that tbe two 
were coining very close. 
A few minutes later 
the brig struck the steamer amidships with 
a crash, which brought down on deck all 
the canvas abs had set—uud sbo was under

It turned out that the officer 
of the deck nnd all the other officers were be­ 
low, that the watch was asleep in the bow*, 
and that Hie individual bn the bridge iu charge 
of the steamer wa3 a quarterm aster so near- 
sighed that he couldn’t see ten yards in front 
of him, ami, of course, be had not seen the 
brig at all. 


T h e M e r c h a n t P r l u c e ’s V ie w * . 
Mr. A. T. Stewart, tile great dry goods mer­ 
chant of New York, bus been “ interviewed'' 
by a representative of the Washington Chron­ 
icle in regard to tho condiiion of mercantile 
and monetary affairs. 
Mr. Stewart said that 
the business interests of the country are suffer­ 
ing very greatly oq account of uncertainty as 
to what Congress will do, ami business men 
are impatient that the national iegi-slaturo 
should spend so much time on a question so 
trivial as their own salaries. 
The payment of 
a few thousands more or less for this purpose 
is a m atter of small consequence. 
But it is u 
m atter of vast consequence to be able to know 
whether the currency is to be expanded, con­ 
t r a c t , or let alone; what taxes it may be 
found necessary lo levy, and the industries to 
be required to bear the new burdens. 
He 
hoped Congress would manifest the good 
sense to drop the pitiful salary question, and 
go to work on m atters of vital interest.

that hi3 business was particularly suffering. 
He had been preparing for this money crisis 
for over a year by keeping out of debt; and 
when tho price of gold was at a low rute he 
had purchased several millions—enough to 
tide himr over any sudden change of price; 
bul thousands of others, less fortunate in this 
respect, were suffering greatly, and chiefly 
because it was impossible to "anticipate the 
course of national legislation. 
Mr. Stewart’s 
opinions on such subjects ars always entitled 
to respect.

He is accountable to nobody 
but Hie emperor. 
I send to him to get A ngl­ 
icans out of scrapes, or out of the country, or 
to do anything else. 
All I know is that it is 
done. 
H isjhspatcb to the frontier lets any­ 
body iu or out, or stops beni for examination. 
lie is said to lie a very just man, as he certain­ 
ly ii a very active one.

Horrible revelations 
are from time to time made of the extent to 
which thi3 vice has obtained a hold upon wo­ 
men belonging to the better classes of society. 
Physicians and intimate friends of these vic­ 
tims know of it, although tho general public 
does not. The practice when commenced is 
«ever abandoued and kills in a few years.— 
Among women drunkenness In high life arises 
from two causes: First, the prescription of 
liquor to them by doctors who don't know 
whnt else to give far the thousand petty ail­ 
ments of which women are constantly com- 
plaiuing; second, it arises sometimes from the 
custom oí wine-bibbing in general society, 
especially at balls, social receptions, and on 
festival days.

moiety wore teachers, the schools made ]u«t 
is rapid progress under the former as the lat­ 
ter class of commissioners. They went ahead 
as fast under Van Buren as under Schepmoe3. 
But in spite of this lax superintendence 
there has been progress In school manage­ 
ment. Our legislature has passed a free 
school law, and changed the mode of appor­ 
tionment of school funds, while districts and 
cities have adopted the graded system every­ 
where. Moreover the school rooms are con­ 
trolled by men and women whose average 
learning and ability exceeds that of thoso who 
occupied their places sixteen years ago. 
The above facts lead as to the conclusion 
that good schools are the outgrowth of the 
moral desire of tho masses of society—that, 
every locality does have a good school aud 
good teacher when it desires them, commis­ 
sioner or no commissioner—that the superin­ 
tendence is a humbug on the tax-payers—that 
tuo $128,000 annually paid commissioners is 
a waste of funds, and that it is fully time we 
U36 it to educate teachers and scholars. To 
this end we call ou the next legislature to pass 
an act abolishing the office of school commis­ 
sioner, and providing no one shall essay to 
teach a public school without a diploma from 
some college, high or normal school, or a 
certificate of membership in a county teachers’ 
society. That there may be no cause for 
trouble through this radical change, the same 
act should direct the teachers in each county, 
or, in some cases, in assembly districts, who 
are at (he time licensed, to meet and form 
societies similar in plan to that of county 
medical societies. This, bv one stroke, would 
elevato teaching to a profession, place teachers 
over teachers, as doctors are over their 
brethren, and emancipate the scbool-room 
from politics.

A b olish th« O ffice o f S chool C om m it, 
«loner. 
The popular mind, after nn experiment of 
sixteen years, has corns to the conclusion the 
office of School Commissioner Is no more use­ 
ful than was that of town superintendent, 
while it is much more costly. The sequence 
is a call for the abolition of the office. 
When the act creating the present school 
supervision wa3 passed the people of the state 
were promised it should be the means of 
bringing about a radical progress in our com­ 
mon schools. The commissioners of the one 
Tn»dreJ and twenty-eight assembly districts 
were to be men of superior natural endow­ 
ments, possessing a ripe experience in teach­ 
ing and in love with the human race. Instead 
of meetiDg these predictions they have been, 
as a class, men of moderate qualifications wlio 
followed other pursuits, while teachers and 
parents have waited, year after year, for their 
presence in the district school -house. And 
even where they have been, the almost univer 
sal testimony is, the officers have left no ma­ 
terial good results behind them. 
It may be urged this is not the fault of the 
office, but of those who fill it. Facts give 
aeeming warrant for this assertion, for in this 
county out of the twenty-five men who liave 
filled the office since 185G one-half have been 
selected outside of the profession of teaching, 
viz., three ministers, two doctors, one idler, 
one merchant, one farmer, two editors, and 
two engineers. But on the other hand we are

T H E VIL.EE DU H A V R E . 
A nother E etter Fi out a S u rvivor. 
Nf.w York, Dec. 23.—The Tribune to-mor­ 
row will publish a second letter from Rudolph 
A. Whittliaus, Jr., one of the passengers of 
the ill-fated Ville du Havre, to his father in 
this city. He writes as follows: 
“ In my lust I gave you a sketch of my ex­ 
perience in connection with the sinking or the 
Ville du Havre. I will now give you niv opiu 
ions concerning the cause of the accident, &c. 
From all that I can gather from the officers 
and men I conclude that tho blame rests en­ 
tirely with the officer on watch ou the steamer, 
whose duty it was to get out of the Loch 
Earn’s way, and it appears that instead of 
doing this he did the very opposite, altering 
the course of the steamer so a3 to run right 
across the bows or the Locli Earn. At least 
so says the officer who wa3 on watch on the 
latter boat at the time of the collision. In 
any case it 13 an acknowledged rule at sea 
that a steamer is bound to get out of the way 
of a sailing craft and as the night was mag­ 
nificently clear and calm the accident can only 
have occurred through some inexcusable blun­ 
der of those in charge of the steamer. After 
the accident, if it can be so called, had occur­ 
red and while the ship was sinking the officers 
and crew behaved in the most cowardly man 
uer, the latter I know aud the former I believe 
looking out for themselves and leaving the 
women and children to look out for them 
selves, the only exception I saw being the 
Doctor, M. Audouit, whom I saw three ot 
four minutes before the ship went down goln 
below. I told him he would not have time 
to get up again, to which he au3wered that 
he must look after those who were crushed in 
their state-rooms. He never came up again 
A significant fact and one needing no com 
ment i3 that not a single passenger was taken 
from the sinking ship by boats, all bein 
picked up in the water, while at least twenty 
of the officers and crew reached the Loch 
Earn without wetting as much as the soles of 
their shoes. Of Captaiu Surmont’s conduct I 
know nothing. Those who saw him spoke 
well of him, and I do not thhik that he is di­ 
rectly to blame for the collision, although b 
is to blame for not having his crew under bet 
ter discipline aud for not having bis boats in 
a condition to be promptly lowered. 
“In great contrast with the demoralized 
condition of the crew was tho coolness or pas 
sengers, men, women and children. There was 
no screaming or running about without an ob 
ject. The women were in knots, prayin 
quietly, while the men were looking arouud 
for life buoys or pieces of wood or were m at 
ing etlorts to get one of ibe boats which the 
crew had abandoned clear of the ship, so that 
it might float when the vessel sank. 
Lan 
guage fails to me in expressing my admiration 
of and gratitude to the gallantry and generos 
ity of the officers and crew of the Loch Earn 
aud of the Trimountain. The former saved 
the greater part of us from the water and both 
gave us clothing and did all in their power to 
make us as comfortable as possible under the 
circumstances, 
The French crew, on the 
contrary, were a mob of brutes ami cowards.

New York. Dec. 23.—Judge Darnels has 
denied the motion to quash the indictment for 
forgery against Genet.

The court has 
postponed the Sherifl Brennan contempt case, 
in permitting Genet to escape, until Monday, 
as tho Sherifl hopes to recaptare his man by 
that time. Correspondence published this 
morning shows that when the District Attor­ 
ney wrote Brenpan that be had received an 
intimation that an eflort would be made to 
rescue Genet, he (Brennan) turned the letter 
over to Genet, and the latter exhibited It to 
several persons, George Bliss among others. 
qenet’s escape. 
Sheriff Brennan believes that Genet jumped 
from the window of his wife’s apartment, which 
he was permitted to visit by Shields, and going 
to Harlem river had there taken a boat, rowed 
over to the opposite side, and so escaped. 
Many believe that Shields received a good 
round sum for his intentional dereliction of 
duty. It is expected that bath will be pun­ 
ished with fine or imprisonment or both. The 
Time3 demands that an example be made of 
Brennan by imprisoning him one year and 
disqualifying him from office, as the statutes 
provide for.

MAYOR HALL S TRIAL. 
N ew York, Dec. 23.—Mr. Peckhain mad# 
the opening speech for the prosecution this 
morning ir the Hall case. Lifting up a huge 
q u arto volume he said the indictment charged 
fifty distinct offences, nnder separate heads, 
of malfeasance and misfeasance in office. He 
cited the provisions of the special statute con­ 
stituting the Mayor and two other officials a 
board for auditing claims agalu3t the city. 
There were claims to the amount of $G,312,000 
passed by that Board. 
The bills were of such a character as to bear 
ou the faco of them proof of their ralsity, and 
yet of that sura five millions seven hundred 
and odd thousand dollars went into tho 
pockets of Ingersoll, now in State prison, 
Garvey, the court plasterer, and E. A. Wood­ 
ward, who finds it convenient to be absent. 
Substantially tbe question the jury were asked 
to try was whether the Mayor as a member 
of that Board of Audit wilfully neglected his 
duty in certifying to those bills when he had 
not audited them. 
Deputy Comptroller Storrs was the first 
witness and produced a resolution found in 
the Comptroller’s office, passed by the Mayor, 
Tweed and Connolly, directing their clerk, 
Woodward, to collect the bills and affix blanks 
for their action and signature. The resolu­ 
tion was in the Mayor’s handwriting and was 
signed by him and the other two members of 
tbe Commission of Audit, and wa3 dated Apri 1 
4th, 1870. 
Counsel for defence here, in order to save 
time, as they said, admitted the genuineness of 
the ten Keyser and thirty-four Garvey vouch­ 
ers. Storrs, in answer to questions, said in 
the summer of 1871 a large number of vouch­ 
ers, audited by the Comptroller alone under 
the law of 1868, were missing about the same 
time the voucher robbery took place.

Mr. A. T. Stewart, the great dry goods mer­ 
chant of New York, Ims been “ interviewed’’ 
by n representative of the Washington Chron­ 
icle in regaul to tho condition of mercantile 
and monetary affairs. Mr. Stewart said that 
the business interests of tbe country are suffer­ 
ing very greatly on account of uncertainty as 
to what Congress will do, and business men 
nre impatient that the national legislature 
should spend so much lime on a question so 
trivial as their own salaries. The payment of 
few thousands more or less for this purpose 
i3 a matter of small consequence. But it is a 
matter of vase consequence to be able to know 
whether the currency is to be expanded, con­ 
tracted, or let alone; what taxes it may be 
found necessary to levy, and the industries to 
be required to bear the new burdens. He 
hoped Congress would manifest the good 
sense to drop the pitiful salary question, and 
go to work on matters of vital interest. Not 
tbat his business was particularly suffering 
He had been preparing for this money crisis 
for over a year by keeping out of debt; and 
when the price of gold was at a low rate he 
had purchased several millions—enough to 
tide him* over any sudden change of price; 
but thousands of others, less fortunate in this 
respect, were suffering greatly, and chiefly 
because it wa3 impossible to anticipate the 
course of national legislation. Mr. Stewart’s 
opinions on such subjects ars always entitled 
to respect.

T w o N otable M ills. 
Two notable wills, remarks the Loudon 
Daily Telegraph, have just been proved, and 
abstracts of their provisions have been pub­ 
lished in the columns of an illustrated contem­ 
porary, which takes pleasure in making known 
the innermost desires.of dead men. Rank 
and talent cannot be permitted to enjoy priva­ 
cy, even as regañís the contents of their last 
wills and testaments; and the public will not 
deem that any considerations of decorum have 
been violated in the announcement that the 
perennal estate, inclusive of leaseholds, of the 
late Sir Edwin Landseer has been sworn under 
£160,000, and that of the late Sir Henry Hol­ 
land under £140,000. With regard to the re­ 
lations, friends, and dependents to whom the 
illustrious painter and the eminent physician 
have left their wealth it is not necessary in this 
place to be more communicative. Looking 
upon them, as their contemporaries have a 
right to do, as thoroughly public men, it must 
be a matter of satisfaction to know that Sir 
Edwin and Sir Henry died so rich. More grat­ 
ifying is it to remember that their affluence 
was the result of their own strenons and inde­ 
fatigable exertions. We will not say that, in 
Sir Henry Holland’s case, he must have paid 
140,000 visits to patients, or half that number 
at a guinea or two guineas par seance, in or­ 
der to pile up thepecidium; although, suppos­ 
ing him to have seen only a dozen patient3 
per diem during his fifty years of active prac­ 
tice, he may have been consulted 219,000 
times. It is well known, however, that the 
Wandering Hakim began life with very mod­ 
est resources, and that the bulk of his fortune 
was carefully and patiently built up by the 
pursuit of his vocation. 
Physicians’ fees, 
when they do begin to flow in, tumble in on 
the recipient with cataract-like volume; and 
we all remember the story of the famous doc­ 
tor of Queen Anne’s reign, who, when he had 
l03t his savings in a financial crash, remarked 
that the misfortuue was only equivalent to go­ 
ing up so many more thousand pairs of stai rs 
again. With respect to Sir Edwin, it was not 
until late in life that he could command really 
large prices, and began to make money.— 
Twenty years ago he was a poor man; or, 
rather, he was iñ the uncomfortable position 
of not exactly knowing whether he was rich or 
poor. Virtually the printsellers, and not tbe 
pictures he painted made the great artist’s 
fortune, which was carefully “nursed” by de­ 
voted friends. The result was a noble one. 
It would have been a national scandal had our 
Landseer died in indigence. 


George W. Smalley writes to the Tribune 
the following account of a collision at sea at 
which he was present. It suggests an ex­ 
planation of the disaster to the Ville du 
Havre: In the aulumn of 1869 I was a pas­ 
senger in one of the steamers of the well- 
known Messageries Imperiales from Marseilles 
to Alexandria. 
We fouud ourselves one 
moonlight evening making our way through 
the Straits of Messina. It was light enough 
to distinguish a ship some miles on, the shores 
of Italy and Sicily were clearly visible, there 
was no wind, the sea was still, and we were 
going about ten knots. A few of us who 
were on deck saw a brig some two miles dis­ 
tant standing across our bows. The moon­ 
light falling on her sails made hor a pretty 
object. As the steamer and the brig drew 
nearer, we rather wondered that the 
steamer neither slowed her engines nor chang­ 
ed her course, for it was plain that tbe two 
were coming very close. A few minutes later 
the brig struck the steamer amidships with 
a crash, which brought down on deck all 
the canvas she had set—and sho was under

The 1 o’clock returns were much delayed, 
and it was nearing 3 P. M. when Mr. Addicks 
gave the reporters a set of figures, which, 
though iu favor of tho new constitution, were 
so by a much reduced proportionate majority.

of “ Against,” a diflerence of some thousands 
of votes being thus misrepresented, and this 
“ false count,” but for the action of the Mayor 
would have appeared in the afternoon papers 
probably to the detriment of the large vote ii 
favor of the new constitution subsequently re­ 
ported. —Philadelphia Press. 


In a letter to a friend, United States Minis 
ter Jewell gives his impressions of Russia 
briefly as follows: This government is of its 
kind perfection and clock-work itself. The 
emperor is a man of brains, force and pro 
grcss, and I think has a real love for itis peo­ 
ple. They certainly appear very fond of him 
all classes*. He appoints the council, senate 
and courts, and these make and execute the 
laws. His displeasure is not a pleasart tbin^ 
to incur. The people may be no more honest 
than ours, but exposure is too risky. So the 
shells are never tilled with saud nor do the 
troops run. The most powerful man here 
after lite emperor is Tripoff, chief of police—a 
man of wonderful executive ability—always at 
a fire, a row, or a parade. He is always just 
behind the emperor when out, and says who 
may come aud who may go, and who shall be 
tried loo, I think, and perhaps who may be 
convicted. He just runs this city, and does 
it to perfection. lie is accountable to nobody 
but the emperor. I send to him to get Amei- 
icans out of scrapes, or out of the country, or 
to do anything else. All I know is that it is 
done. His.dispalch to the frontier lets any­ 
body in or out, or stops hem for examination. 
He is said to be a verj ju3t man, as he certain­ 
ly i$ a very active one. 


A funny suit against an editor has been de­ 
cided in the Circuit Court of Wankeska, Iowa. 
The Frys, propri.tors of the La Belle House 
at Oconomowoe, brought an action before a 
justice to recover $97.02 for meals and cigars 
furnished Ashley D. Harger, editor of the 
Oconomowoe Times.
